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John Werner farms 480 acres 
near Battle Creek, Nebr. Young 
in years but an old hand in the 
hog business, he’s found the way 
to contro/ scours /osses. 


Most of the pigs John Werner 
feeds out are from his own sows. 
However, at times he brings in 
a few feeder pigs. A year ago 
scours broke out in his hoglot. 
Here he tells what happened: 


... “my feed company had nf-180.’’ 

Q. Mr. Werner, we understand your 
first serious trouble with hog scours was 
last fall. 

A. That's right. It was diagnosed as 
bacterial scours. 

Q. What did you do about it? 

A. We gave them a shot for it. And 
they came out of it, but it was a slow 
process, So this spring when we had 
more trouble, I thought I would give 
nf-180 a try.

How many did you lose out of 
that bunch? 

A. About a dozen. And the ones we 


saved were slow and never did gain like 
they should have.

Q. Lose any? 

But 
they were so weak 
when we started 
treating them that 
they could hardly 
get up. I just don’t 
think anything 
would have helped 
them. 

Q. Ifyou have any 
scours troubles with 
your pigs in'the fu- 
ture, will you use 
nf-180 again? 

A. Yes, this worked out very well. I'd 
follow the same program again.

H. G. Zavoral Dies 


Henry G. Zavoral, 65, well-known 
former extension livestock specialist 
and swine authority at the University 
of Minnesota, died Friday afternoon, 
January 8, in St. Paul. 

He succumbed to a cerebral throm- 
bosis and had been critically ill since 
the attack occurred December 23, 1959. 

The colorful Hutchinson, Minn., na- 
tive had built up a long-standing repu- 
tation as a promoter of meat-type hogs 
and better hog farming practices. He 
was a noted livestock judge and show 
ring master and was once known as 
an authority on work horses. 

He had retired in February, 1959, 
after 37 years on the University staff. 

A long time contributor to Breeder’s 
Gazette, Zavoral was added to the 
Gazette staff in April, 1959. 

Zavoral started and continued a 
series of meat-type hog demonstrations 
on individual farms and held carcass- 
meeting and evaluation sessions. From 
1943-58, he supervised a “swine honor 
roll,” sponsored by the University and 
the Minnesota Swine Producers’ Asso- 
ciation, featuring farmers who show 
top efficiency in hog production. 

He wrote a number of publications 
on hog raising and played a dominant 
role in establishment of the first boar 
testing station in Minnesota. For the 
past 14 years he had been moderator 
for the National Barrow Show at 
Austin. 

He was an honorary state farmer in 
the Future Farmers of America, be- 
longed to Alpha Gamma Rho, Alpha 
Zeta, Epsilon Sigma Phi and was twice 
chairman of the extension section of 
the American Society of Anima) Pro- 
duction. 

He is survived by Mrs. Zavoral and 
his son, James, a student at St. Thomas 


College in St. Paul.

Top out fed cattle at Choice finish and under 1200 pounds. 


MALLER imports and larger exports will help 

make a place for the greater domestic output of 

meat expected in 1960. Imports, mainly lower 
grades for processing, reached about 953 million 
pounds in 1959, a new high record and equal to about 
3.7% of domestic commercial slaughter. They tapered 
off when domestic cattle and hog supplies increased 
and prices fell to levels less attractive to foreign sell- 
ers. They probably will be down substantially in 1960. 

Red meat exports were 101 million pounds in 
January-November, 1959. They were increasing in 
the last quarter and probably will be larger this year. 
Besides these meats 83 million pounds of variety 
meats, 568 million pounds of lard and 1304 million 
pounds of tallow and greases were sent abroad last 


year. 


BEEF CATTLE prices probably will be mostly 
steady to higher in the next few months. Seasonal 
price trends are up on all but the Prime grade. Mar- 
ket supplies are likely to run somewhat lighter than 
early in 1960. Both feds and non-feds will be more 
plentiful than a year previous, but consumer demand 
is stronger and prices are already well below the 
March-May average in 1959. 

The increase of 9% in the number of cattle on 
feed with 36% more that had already been crunching 
grain 3 months or longer, assures a larger supply of 
fed cattle than last year. The rise in the total cattle 
population to a new high record and some weakening 
of the incentive to add to herds will keep supplies of 
other cattle larger than a year previous. However, 
they will be seasonally light in the next 3 months. 

Steer runs include more heavies than are wanted. 
Those under 1150 Ibs., are easiest to sell. Prime grades 
bring only $1-$3 over Choice—not enough to cover 
added production cost. The premium is more likely 
to shrink than to widen in spring. 

Stocker and feeder cattle prices will work higher 
until May. Firmness in fat cattle prices, a fair spread 
between feeder and fat cattle prices, and abundance 
of grain will maintain a strong demand. Moisture 
supplies in most areas make spring grazing prospects 
look favorable. Stock cattle to go on grass will be 
widely wanted. Yearlings and calves look high enough 
compared with costs to encourage holding for further 
herd expansion. Hence, spring price changes are like- 
ly to be in sellers’ favor. 

Keep topping out fed cattle at Choice finish and 
under 1200 Ibs. weight on price upturns. Stop at a 
lower finish rather than making heavy cattle. Head 
light, high quality cattle for the summer market. Buy 
feeders whenever you need replacements. Buy or con- 
tract stock cattle early for spring and summer 
grazing. 


HOG prices will continue to work higher, especial- 
ly in late spring. They are likely to reach the $17-18 
level by July or August, then decline $3-4 in the fall. 
They may not improve much in March and early April 
when peak marketing of the fall pig crop will be 


under way. Storage demand for pork will be good 
because of the expected drop in slaughter and rise in 
prices by midsummer. 

Fall prices will hinge on how closely growers 
hold to their reported intention to reduce spring far- 
rowings 12%. That report and the improvement in 
prices and the feeding ratio that have followed prob- 
ably will cause a less extreme cut in farrowings. 

Sell hogs at 225 Ibs. or less on good price up- 
thrusts. Hold through occasional price dips. Buy any 
feeder pigs you can finish profitably. Keep your 
breeding herd only slightly smaller than last year’s. 


LAMB and fat sheep prices probably will work 
higher for another month or more. Numbers on feed 
Jan. 1 were 7% less than a year previous, The supply 
still to come should be less than in 1959. Fat springers 
won't arrive in volume for several weeks. Federal 
grading of dressed lambs is being continued but fat- 
ness required for Prime and Choice grades will be 
reduced. 

Top out at 110 Ibs. or less on price upswings. 
Remember sales of full-wooled lambs in March will 
bring your wool incentive payment this year. Buy 
feeders if you can get them at $19 or less. Hold 
slaughter ewes for sale in April. 


WOOL price weakness that started in early Feb- 
ruary will probably last for some time, Large imports 
of goods in January, uncertainty over renegotiation 
of tariff provisions, slow mill demand, the sharp drop 
in domestic mill usage in recent months, approach of 
the new domestic clip, easing in markets abroad and 
signs that the cyclical uptrend in world mill consump- 
tion was levelling off were elements in the reversal 
from previous firmness. These influences won’t clear 
up quickly. 

Shear and sell in March if you want to receive 
your incentive payment this year. Make your clip 
attractive to buyers and strive for a high price. The 
better the price you receive the larger your incentive 


payment. 


MILK prices will move downward as production 
increases in the next 3 months, but will average a 
trifle higher than a year previous. Feed costs will be 
slightly lower. Support levels for manufacturing milk 
and butterfat will remain unchanged. Dairymen prob- 
ably will step up production slightly, but increasing 
population will take more fluid milk. Government 
purchases to support prices may be less than the 2.5% 
of production, in butterfat equivalent, purchased in 
1959. 

Give cows top-grade hay and ample protein to 
keep up the milk flow until grass time. Send your 
light milkers to the butcher. 


CORN AND. SORGHUM prices probably will move 

up a little more than cost of storing in the next 3 or 4 

months, although sales of wet corn and more CCC 

sales may hold down corn prices in March. Large

placements under price’ support, 
heavy feeding on farms, large de- 
mand from commercial feeders and 
industrial processors and record ex- 
ports will tend to push up prices. 

Oats and barley prices may hold 
fairly level in the next month or 
two but any big change during the 
spring will be down. Current prices 
are diverting feeding demand to oth- 
er grains. Exports are lagging. CCC 
continues to sell and will allow early 
delivery of resealed oats to improve 
chances of selling while prices are 
good. Industria] users will let their 
stocks run down during the spring. 

Sell soon any nonstorable corn 
you can’t feed up before warm 
weather. Hold good dry corn that is 
well stored and put under price sup- 
port. If you're buying, ge a 3- or 4- 
month’s inventory of corn and 
sorghums. Move surplus oats and 
barley soon. If your oats are es- 
pecially good, seed buyers may take 
them at a premium. 


PROTEIN feeds probably will con- 
tinue substantially cheaper this 
year. If prices dip sharply in March, 
buy moderately ahead; otherwise 
keep stocks low. Look to packing- 
house products and soybean meal 
for best buys. Plan to use more 
home-grown grain and a protein mix 
supplement. 


HAY prices will work lower 
wherever spring weather is near 
average or better. Jan. 1 stocks were 
79.3 million tons, 12% less than a 
year previous but 10% above aver- 
age.

Does Confinement Feeding Save Labor? 


ONFINEMENT hog raising has 

been promoted as a great labor 
saver, but that angle has been over- 
played, at least according to one 
Iowa producer. 

“Raising hogs in confinement is a 
24-hour-a-day job,’”’ declares Donald 
Clausen of Iowa City, Iowa. ‘“‘Any- 
one who goes into it figuring he will 
cut down his work is in for a sur- 
prise. 

“But I wouldn’t raise hogs any 
other way!” he continues. “I farm 
163 acres and the system fits my 
program, With a farm of that size 
I figured I had to specialize if I was 
to stay in business. Although the 
outlook isn’t the best right now.” 

Clausen has been using the con- 
finement system for about a year 
and a half now and his goal is to 
market 1,000 head a year. 

In the system he designed the far- 
rowing house, growing and finishing 
areas are combined in a 112 by 30- 
foot building. Next to it is a 112 by 
40-foot floor. 

The farrowing unit is 37 by 30 
feet and contains 18 stalls. The walls 
and ceiling are completely insulated 
and electric heating cables are in- 
stalled under the area used by the 


pigs. 
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“I’m not sure that electrical heat- 
ing is the most economical method, 
but it is safe,’ Clausen said. ‘The 
heat is on for two to three weeks 
after farrowing, depending on weath- 
er conditions. I figure heating cost is 
two cents a pig per day.” 

Several days before the sows are 
due to farrow they are brought in, 
washed and put in the stalls. Night 
and morning they are turned on a 
37 by 40 foot floor for feed, water 
and dunging. 

When the pigs are four days old 
they receive their first iron shot. 
The second is given at two weeks. 
Shortly after this they are turned 
into individual litter creeps in the 
alley between the stalls and a starter 
is introduced. 

After five weeks the sows and lit- 
ters move into the first of three 
growing and finishing pens. Be- 
tween the seventh and eighth week 
the sows are moved out, causing less 
weaning shock to the pigs. 

Castration is done soon after this. 
At ten weeks they are vaccinated 
for cholera, and for erysipelas at 12 
weeks. 

After a five-week sojourn in the 
weaning pen the pigs move on for a 
five to six-week stay in the growing

pen. Then they shift to the finish- 
ing pen. 

Clausen is a strong believer in 
topping out hogs often and manages 
to have some going to market about 
every two weeks. 


Sixty per cent of his hogs have 
graded No. 1 at 414 to 514 months. 

Good gains and a high feed con- 
version rate have been the rule in 
Clausen’s operation. 

One group was checked over a 
two-month period and gained two 
pounds a day and put on a pound 
of meat for each 2.1 pounds of feed 
consumed. At the beginning of the 
trial they weighed 113 pounds and 
tipped the scales at 220 pounds at 
the end. 

A complete feed, ground and mix- 
ed on the farm, is put in the 60- 
bushel self-feeders every five days 
with an unloading trailer. One feed- 
er hole is provided for every four 
pigs and one watering space for 
every 20 head. 

The investment in the system re- 
quires that it receive maximum use 
and Clausen follows a schedule of 
farrowing every seven weeks to keep 
the pens filled. 

A herd of 90 crossbred sows are 
maintained, with 25 bred for each 
farrowing. A sow is kept in the herd 
as long as she is a good producer. 

Six to eight gilts are selected from 
each bunch of pigs as replacements. 
Their selection is based on appear- 
ance, thriftiness and the production 
history of their mother. 

After the pigs are weaned the 
sows go into a dry lot for two weeks 
on a full feed of corn and protein 
and then are re-bred. Following this 
they go on grass in the summer and 
into stalk fields in the winter. 

The growing and finishing areas 
are cleaned every five days. The 
same schedule is followed in the far- 
rowing house, where ground corn- 
cobs are used for bedding. 

Between litters the house is clean- 


ed, scrubbed and disinfected. 
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WINE testing programs should 
be designed to find strains of 
hogs that are superior in desired 
traits necessary to successful and 
profitable pork production. It is also 
just as beneficial to discover strains 
in each breed that do not meet these 
requirements so that they may be 
eliminated, and not propagated 
further. 

Swine testing without a construc- 
tive program as its basis can only 
prove to be a farce in the long run. 
Publicity plus favorable financial re- 
turns from tested breeding stock of- 
fered for sale, are a big help in get- 
ting original participation in a test- 
ing program. However, fundamental 
factors in successful swine produc- 
tion cannot be discarded or ignored 
and sacrificed for publicity and the 
dollar sign. 

The breeder will receive his just 
monetary reward and publicity with 
favorable, unbiased, successful test- 
ing information on his hogs. If the 
testing work is not sound and un- 
biased, it will catch up with the 
breed or breeder in due time... 
but others can suffer in the mean- 
time. 


Testing Does Not Improve 

We must remember testing does 
not make the hog tested any better 
than he was before. If he has not 
produced favorable resuits in the 
tests, he should by a)) means not 
be sold as breeding stock and labeled 
“tested.” 

A sound testing program should 
cover enough factors important to 
swine production to result in a sound 
test. Limiting feed to produce a 
better carcass as is done in Europe 
gives a false picture, as far as breed- 
ing is concerned. Eliminating car- 
cass information, doing ability and 
litter size in any test would make 
it of little value in my opinion. 

I believe we have a fundamentally 
sound program in the Meat Certifi- 
cation Program adopted by the Na- 
tional Association of Swine Records. 
This is supplemented with work by 
the various swine evaluation sta- 
tions. Combining these two main 
testing sources with minor changes 
and improvements have helped, and 
will in the future continue to help, 
the swine industry. We do not need 
as many testing stations as some 
may think; enough to coordinate 
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Swine Testing Programs Lead the Way 


the work of the Certification Pro- 
gram and get feed conversion data 
on different sires and lines. 


Certification Program 

The Certification Program can be 
carried out at home with a minimum 
of cost. Litter size, doing ability and 
carcass quality are taken care of in 
the Certification Program. Testing 
stations help give breed associations 
a check on their program. 

Breed improvement will not come 
from those who make minimum 
standards. However, the standards 
are high enough that any litter mak- 
ing it is well above the average for 
all swine. Individual herds can be 
culled with this program as a guide. 

It is quite obvious, that carcass 
standards will need to be changed 
upward as more progress is made in 
improving the carcass. However, we 
still have a way to go before we need 
to worry too much about raising 
certification standards ... until a 
supply of even better animals are 
available. 

It should be possible in the future 
to have carcasses with less backfat 
than the minimum now estab)ished 
and have meat. We can kil) at 
lighter weights and hold fat down— 
however, when you hold fat down 
and increase muscle at heavier 
weights, you will be more sure of 
having superior muscle bred into 
that line or strain of breeding. 


Swine Evaluation Stations 

Swine evaluation stations give 
breeders much the same information 
as received through the Certification 
Programs, but in addition give feed 
conversion on an _ unbiased basis. 
They compare strains within breeds 
and between breeds, using the same 
feed and care. Actually, these are 
the only type of feed conversion fig- 
ures that mean anything to me. “On- 
The-Farm” feed conversion figures 
are all right for the breeder’s own 
information in selecting his own 
breeding stock, but to compare them 
with figures obtained elsewhere with 
different feed and management is 
just whistling in the dark. 

Even comparisons in the same sta- 
tion between spring and fall pigs 
and from one year to the next leaves 
a lot of factors of doubt creeping 
into the _ picture. Management, 
weather conditions, changes in ra- 
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tion, health of pigs, etc., have caused 
a great variation in the same station 
from crop to crop. I believe in test- 
ing for feed conversion, but must 
admit it has as many problems as 
any factor we are testing. 


Boars vs. Barrows and Gilts 

Those swine evaluation stations 
that have based their testing almost 
entirely on boars, have undoubtedly 
received more attention than others 
in the past because of the sales con- 
nected with them. However, I fee) 
that the testing of barrows and gilts 
with slaughter included as a part 
of the test, gives the breeders and 


prospective buyers a Jot more sound 
information on which to base their 
selection of breeding stock. 

The boars could be weighed and 
probed just as well on the farm, and 


maybe better. In many cases the 
boars would be in much better con- 
dition to use for breeding than those 


coming out of a test station. 


There are also some visible things, 
such as feet and legs, that do not 
need testing. A boar that is capable 
of improving a breed must have 
balance, be sound of foot, be free of 
heritable defects such as blind teats, 
ruptures, etc. Such traits as pro- 
lificy, mothering ability, milking 
qualities, and others should not be 
ignored. Combining what you can 
see, what you know from past ex- 
perience about families, plus what 
you learn from swine evaluation sta- 
tions will serve as a sound basis for 
improving swine. 

Any breed of hogs that will sur- 
vive, will need from three to five 
lines of breeding that are strong in 
the things mentioned or recessive 
defects will hamper the breed. 
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Shrinkage is bound to occur until 


something is done to stop it or slow it down 


Cut Farm-to-Market Hog Shrinkage 


Livestock weighs less when it 
reaches the market than it does 
when loaded at the farm. This loss 
of weight, called shrinkage, consti- 
tutes an economic loss to the live- 
stock industry. Small as it may 
seem, percentage of shrink is often 
greater than ty pical percentage 
profit margins in the livestock pro- 
duction and marketing industry. 
Consequently, determining causes 
and controlling shrink have become 
important means of reducing costs 


or increasing income. 


Variation in shrinkage is large in 
relation to any one necessary part 
of the marketing process and may 
be difficult to explain only in terms 
of association with any character- 
istic marketing function. The primal 
causes of shrinkage may be (1) 
abrupt and enforced exposure to a 
strange and disturbing environment, 
and (2) the necessity for animals 
to be off feed and water while in 
transit. 

Following is a discussion en five 
important factors associated with 
shrinkage. 


Time and Distance. Distance to 
market and time in transit were the 
two biggest single factors having an 
important bearing on shrink. 

The rate of shrink is highest early 
in the haul; it does not increase in 
proportion with distance.

Transit-time is the best single in- 
dicator of shrink. It is a more re- 
liable indicator of shrink than is 
distance, because (1) variation in 
truck speeds is wide, particularly as 
traffic conditions vary, and (2) it in- 
cludes all time between loading and 
unloading. 

One of the qualitative factors af- 
fecting shrink is excessive excite- 
ment due to improper handling of 
hogs during the marketing process. 
Minimizing time, therefore, can be 
overdone. Driving at excessive high- 
way speeds, rushing the loading 
process, and loading hogs into a 
strange truck the night before ship- 
ment to minimize time, are not meth- 
ods by which shrink is kept at a 
minimum. Marketing time may be 
cut profitably, however, by avoiding 
long lines at the unloading dock and 
other unnecessary delays. 

Many of the accepted precautions 
are frequently overlooked on short 
hauls. The usual precautions may 
pay exceptionally good returns on 
such short hauls. 


Overloading and Underloading. 
Overloading and underloading have 
a bearing on the amount of shrink- 
age, particularly as time and dis- 
tance increase. 

On the basis of this study, shrink- 
age appears to be minima) for loads 
95 to 105 per cent of full capacity. 
Underloading or overloading by 15 
to 25 per cent can mean that shrink- 
age will be about 15 per cent higher 


than it needs to be. 


Temperature and Humidity. Ex- 
tremes in temperature and humidity 
also affect shrinkage. Minimizing 
time is most important on humid, 
very hot or very cold days. Shrink- 
age is evidently at its lowest in 
temperatures ranging from twenty 
to sixty degrees. 


To reduce the effect of extreme 
heat, wet sand has been used for 


bedding in some studies. Another 
way to avoid heat is to transport 
hogs during the cooler portions of 
the day or night, rather than during 
mid-day. Many stockyards remain 
open to receive hogs at these times. 

It is equally important, to try to 
keep hogs warm during zero weath- 
er. A common method is to cover 
the rack with a tarp. 

Effects of extreme temperature 
in relation to time is shown below. 


Weight of Hogs. The weight of 
the hogs at the farm held little di- 
rect relationship with shrinkage 
from farm to market, except that 
on long hauls percentage shrink 
tended to increase with weight. This 
was most noticeable with hogs 
weighing 240 pounds or more. Heavy 
animals should be given particular 
care to minimize their tendency to 
shrink at a higher rate. 


Feeding. Keeping hogs off feed 
before loading does not appear to 
have any great effect on shrinkage 
from farm to market. However, hurs 
held off feed gained relatively more 
from terminal market feeding than 
those shipped directly from feedlots. 

Hogs that were shipped 75 miles 
or more, held off feed at least seven 
hours before loading, and fed when 
they reached the market, averaged 
greater weight when they were sold 
than when they left the farm. 

Excitement and confinement off 
feed and water are apparently the 
principal causes of shrink. Shrink- 
age is normal, not abnormal; it con- 
tinues to occur until something is 
done to stop it or slow it down, or 
minimize the time over which it can 
occur. 
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In this day and age we are seeing 
farm and feedlot operations going 
through quite a change. We hope 
they are for the good and are sorry 
for those being squeezed out. 

We have operations getting larger, 
more specialized and automatically 
more efficient. We are realizing we 
must operate on the same principle 
as big industry. We, in the purebred 
livestock business must first pro- 
duce, then test or prove our produc- 
tion and then sell it. 

Recent information on perform- 
ance testing at various colleges is 
rapidly proving its importance to 
breeders of purebred beef cattle 
throughout the country. Here in 
Iowa, Shorthorn and Polled Short- 
horn breeders have been considering 
such a program for sometime. In 
March, 1959, the breeders in the 
state met and agreed that if they 
were to hold a strong position in the 
beef cattle industry, then was the 
time to start. So, the Iowa Short- 
horn and Polled Shorthorn Bull Test- 
ing Station was organized. It is 
owned and financed by the Short- 
horn and Polled Shorthorn Breeders 
of the state but supervised by Iowa 


State University. 


In organizing many questions were 
brought up, such as: What are we 
testing them for? Will the breeder 
receive enough information to war- 
rant the expense of such a test? 
Will the purchaser be willing to pay 
a premium for good and high per- 
formance tested bulls? How and 
when will tested bulls be sold at com- 
pletion of test? 

Let’s look at it this way; most 
everything the farmer and feeder 
buys today is proven and tested be- 
fore it is offered him. His machinery, 
seed, feed and in some cases his live- 
stock and poultry. 

Now, what are we performance 
testing for? Type and conformation 
rate and efficiency of gain is a start- 
ing point. Let’s take these one at a 
time. We know good Shorthorns are 
of good type and conformation. Here 
at our test station we had three very 
competent judges grade the bulls at 
the beginning of the 180-day test. 
They graded them as: Excellent, 
choice, good and fair. At the com- 
pletion of the test the same three 
men will grade them again. 


lowa Bull Test to End with Sale March 1 


The next step in our program is 
the rate of gain. At the beginning 
of our 180-day test the bulls were 
weighed in and have been weighed 
every 28 days since, so the final 
weight at the end of the test will 
give us an accurate officia) rate of 
gain. 


At this time, our test is over half 
way completed and there is quite a 
variation in the daily rate of gain. 
Several very important points are 
brought out here. One, our yearling 
bulls are gaining right along with the 
calves and another is you just don't 
pick out the good gainers by sight, 
only performance testing will un- 
cover the fast-gaining cow families 
and good sires. 

Efficiency is probably the most 
used word in any business today and 
that brings us into the next part of 
this program, feed conversion. Here 
at the test station our bulls are di- 
vided according to age in lots of 15 
to 20, They run loose with exception 
of an hour night and morning, when 
they are tied and fed individually. 
This way a complete record of every 
pound of feed consumed is kept. Here 
at the middle of the test we are find- 
ing quite a variation as to feed con- 
version, as much as 4 to 1 against 
11 to 1. The bulls have been fed a 
very simple, rather cool ration 
throughout the period. 

In the cattle feeder’s operation 
this would be the most important 
part of this program. 


It will take considerable time and 
research to come up with the actual 
value of a high performance testing 
sire. Only time and research will 
tell how much of a premium the 
feeder will pay for feeders gotten by 
such a sire. 

The herdsman at the station and 
the veterinary department at the col- 
lege have kept a very close watch on 
the health of each individual bull 
throughout the test. At the comple- 
tion of the test the bulls will have 
to meet all health requirements, in- 
cluding a semen test. This is most 
valuable information. 

At the end of the test we will 
have accomplished the following: 

We will have tested one bull 
against another under the same en- 
vironment, feed and management. 


We will have uncovered some top 
bloodlines on the sires side as wel) 
as the cow families. We will have re- 
tained correct and useful type and 
conformation. We wil) have un- 
covered bulls of good efficiency and 
gain, and wil] make available to the 
beef cattle industry such seed stock. 

It hag been decided to sell the 63 
tested bulls in Des Moines, March 1. 
This sale is in connection with the 
Iowa Roya] Show and Sale. All in- 
formation acquired throughout the 
test will be published and available 


sale day. 


Michigan State Starts 
Beef Improvement Program 


Every time Mrs. Homemaker picks 
up a package of meat at her favorite 
market, she casts a vote. Each year 
the majority for smaller, more 
meaty and extra tender cuts of beef 
becomes larger. 

But changes in anima] design 
come slowly. And there is still a 
long way to go before the ideal meat 
animal is reached. ; 

Improvement programs are built 
around selecting better bulls and 
cows to produce offspring. 

Scientists at the Michigan State 
Agricultural Experiment Station are 
working on a new plan which may 
speed up selection of better bulls. 
Out of the beef herd at the Lake 
City substation, animal scientists are 
collecting semen and s)aughtering 
certain bulls. 

They are looking for bulls that 
score superior in two traits—area 
of loin eye at 14 months of age and 
tenderness of meat. 

Carcass observations will give re- 
searchers direct estimates of these 
two traits before bulls are used in a 
breeding program. 

Semen from the bull with the larg- 
est loin eye and the bull with the 
most tender meat will be used to 
artificially inseminate cows. Bull 
calves from selected inseminated 
cows will also be slaughtered after 
semen is collected and evaluated for 
possible use in the program. 

The program will go on for at least 
10 years. This would allow for a 
turn-over in the bul) population five 
times. 
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Dean Kildee To Judge 
National Brahman Show 


Dr. H. H. Kildee, dean Emeritus 
of Agriculture at Iowa State, will 
judge the 1960 National Brahman 
Show in Baton Rouge, La. Being 
held in conjunction with the 25th 
L.S.U. Spring Livestock Show, the 
Brahman exhibition will be March 
11-14. Kildee will begin the task of 
selecting national champions at 9:00 
a.m., Monday, March 14. 

Well known and highly respected, 
Kildee has judged all breeds of beef 
and dairy cattle, hogs and draft 
horses at all leading livestock shows 
in the U. S. Since 1948 he has 
judged livestock at the national] ex- 
positions of Canada, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Chile, Ecuador, Colombia and 
Venezuela. He has judged American 
Brahman cattle many times in the 
past seven years. 


Changes Announced 
at Missouri Station 


SEVERAL CHANGES in rules 
and regulations go into effect with 
the start of the next testing period 
at the Missouri Swine Testing Sta- 
tion. 

Applications are now being ac- 
cepted for entry in the next test 
which begins in April, according to 
R. K. Leavitt, station supervisor. 
Pigs for this test must be farrowed 
between Feb. 1 and March 10. 

Most important changes involve 
type of entry that can be made .and 
rate-of-gain standards for boars on 
test. 

The new entry permitted by the 
change consists of four pigs, all sir- 
ed by the same boar. The four pigs 
must include two barrows, or two 
gilts, or one barrow and one gilt 
from two different litters. All pigs 
in this entry will be slaughtered for 
carcass data. 

This entry was developed to fill 
a demand by some breeders for this 
type test group. 

Four other types of entries can be 
made. They are: 

1. Four pigs all sired by the same 
boar. Three of these must be litter 
mates and consist of two boars and 
one barrow. The remaining pig must 
be a boar from another litter. 

2. Four pigs that are litter mates. 
Two of these must be boars and two 
must be barrows. 

3. Four pigs that are litter mates, 
including three boars and one bar- 
row. 

4. Four pigs sired by the same 
boar. This entry shall include one 
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boar and one barrow from two dif- 
ferent litters. 

The other important change raises 
the minimum rate-of-gain require- 
ment for boars on test from 1.5 
pounds per day to 1.7 pounds per 
day. 

Breeders can get an entry blank 
and a copy of the rules and regula- 
tions covering the Station’s test 
starting in April from their county 
agent. Or breeders can write directly 
to Leavitt at 232 Mumford Hall, Co- 


lumbia. 


Restricting Rations 
May Be Economical 


Animals that have gained rapidly 
during the winter require a liberal 
amount of feed in the summer to 
maintain a good rate of gain, while 
those animals on restricted diets in 
winter gain faster on a more limited 
feed such as pasture the following 
summer. 

Just how limited that winter feed- 
ing program can be, depends to a 
large extent on the type of pasture 
available the following summer, says 
L. B, Embry, animal husbandman at 
South Dakota State. 

“If pastures will produce gains of 
about a pound and a quarter during 
the summer (average pastures) a 
feeder is justified in limiting the 
winter ration so that winter gains 
average only about a half pound a 
day,” says Embry. 

It is still economical for a farmer 
to feed for a pound per day daily 
gain or more during the winter if 
the summer feeding program is high 
enough to put on gains as much as 
two pounds per day, says Embry. 
This may be particularly advisable 
where the farmer is planning for an 
early fall market. 


“Demonstration” Farms 
New Trend in lowa 


The nation’s number one swine- 
producing state wants to make sure 
that it will continue to maintain this 
position in the future. The long- 
time swine education program of 
Iowa State University at Ames, 
Iowa, will take a new approach to 
the problem of getting the results 
from the research laboratory to the 
swine farms of the state. 

Briefly the program is this. One 
or more ‘‘demonstration” farms will 
be established in the state to show 
the relative merits of two or three 
ways of doing the same job. This 
allows a producer to see them all in 


operation and select the one best 
suited to his farm. For instance, two 
kinds of farrowing stalls plus a far- 
rowing pen might be demonstrated 
at the same time. In another area, 
it might be a demonstration of dif- 
ferent methods of handling manure; 
the location and size of feeders and 
waterers; feeding of pellets vs. 
meal; or breeding once vs. twice dur- 
ing the heat period. These and many 
more ideas could be demonstrated 
for the benefit and training of coun- 
ty extension personnel, swine pro- 
ducers, businessmen, and students. 
In addition to the demonstrations, 
there will be research of a practical 
or applied nature, because it is not 
always possible to do this type of 
research with the same facilities 
where the basic or theoretical re- 
search is done. Every attempt will 
be made to keep the swine producer 
in mind throughout the entire op- 
eration. 

Dr. H. L. Self, who recently came 
to Iowa State from Wisconsin, will 
be the leader of this undertaking to 
incorporate the ideas and recom- 
mendations of the Agricultura) En- 
gineers, Nutritionists, Geneticists, 
Physiologists, Veterinarians, and 
Economists into a practical and 
profitable swine program. 


New Chemicals Promise 
Sheep Parasite Control 


Small-particle-size phenothiazine is 
effective against the small stomach 
worm of sheep. Ordinary phenothia- 
zine is effective against the large 
stomach worm, but removes only 
about 10 per cent of the small 
stomach worms. 

Where phenothiazine suspensions 
are prepared from powders that have 
been ground to very small particle 
size—less than 25 microns—the ef- 
ficiency increases to about 90 per 
cent against the small stomach 
worms, and retains all its efficiency 
in removal of the large stomach 
worm. 

An important new drug will soon 
be available for the control of sheep 
bots, also called grub-in-the-head. 
This parasite is responsible for most 
of the nasal discharge seen in sheep. 
In addition to the irritation caused 
by the adult fly, the larvae in the 
nostrils and sinuses produce irrita- 
tion that predisposes the sheep to 
respiratory infections. No effective 
treatment has been discovered until 
recently. One of the organic phos- 
phate parasiticides, Dimethoate, has 
proven effective in removal of 97 per 
cent of all the sheep bots after oral 
or intramuscular administration. 


The beef-type steer is coming soon

ETAILED and intensive research 
on meat tenderness has been con- 
ducted by Dr. Butler, Dr. G, T. King, 
assistant professor of animal hus- 
bandry, Texas A&M, and Dr, Sylvia 
Cover, professor, home economics, 
Texas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

“Tenderness is a highly important 
quality from the consumer’s view- 
point,’’ Dr. King said. The causes of 
tenderness are poorly understood 
and no visible characteristics are 
known that are thoroughly reliable 
as an indicator.” 

Many factors control tenderness. 
Some of these are included in those 
used for determining carcass grade. 
Others are also important because 
different animals within a grade 
have tenderness ratings which vary 
widely. These include age, sex, meth- 
od of cooking, connective tissue and 


muscle tissue. 


No Fat—Tenderness Link 

Tenderness does not necessarily 
increase as fatness goes up. This 
has been widely believed the cause 
of many dissatisfied customers. In 
the top four grades—prime, choice, 
good and standard—there is little 
difference in average tenderness of 
the meat. Lower grades are con- 
siderably tougher. 

Beef producers face a stiff chal- 
lenge in producing more tender 
meat. 

“Artificial tenderizers have their 
effect, but it is the responsibility of 
beef producers to improve their 
cattle as if tenderizers hadn't been 
discovered,’ Dr. Butler challenged. 


Sire Is Best Tenderizer 

“The most promising tenderizer is 
the sire,’’ added Dr. Cartwright. 

The leading factor confirmed by 
research is that tenderness is in- 
herited. 

“The sire’s inheritance contributes 
tremendously to meat tenderness,” 
Dr. Cartwright explained. There is 
a relatively close relationship bec- 
tween rate of gain and tenderness. 
The faster gainers are generally 
more tender. “This is one of the most 
encouraging points in the program. 
It greatly simplifies tests,” the gen- 
eticist added. 

As in any project, the most rapid 
improvement can be made by di- 
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The second of two articles on this important subject 


rectly selecting for a factor, in this 
case tenderness. However, there is 
no recommended way for doing this. 
It is important that selection be 
made for an associated factor—here, 
rate of gain. 

Research authorities are confident 
this change will occur. However, 
they add, it will be a slow process. 

The prime factors connected with 
this change are difficulty in testing 
sires and the absence of an economic 
factor leading to production of lea:- 
er carcasses and more tender meat. 
To producers, the chief item is price 
incentive. 


Housewives Choose Lean Meat 


The final area of consideration 
lies with the consumer. According 
to Paul Goeser, head, Swift & Com- 
pany’s fresh meats division, Chicago, 
consumer desires point up the in- 
creasing importance of producing 
the meat-type steer. 

Housewives are becoming more 
food value conscious and this will 
increase the selection of leaner beef 
in the future. Retailers have always 
been asked to trim away excess fat. 
Surveys indicate that a high per- 
centage of consumers select for 
leaner beef grades even at prices 
equal to fatter grades. This prefer- 
ence is expected to increase if ten- 
derness and leanness can be obtained 
in the same cut, 

Finally, consumers prefer tender 
beef, This will always be the domi- 
nant factor. 

These research results suggest 
that beef producers should go all out 
to produce the red-meated animal. 
If so, a breeder might find himself 
all alone with no market. But live- 
stock authorities say that it might 
be wise to start now—so you'll be 
there in ten years. 

“Breeders have to produce the 
kind of cattle for which they have 
the best market,” Dr. Butler re- 
minded. 

“In the next few years top beef 
producers will be following ‘their 
gain-tested animals through the 
packing houses and will be getting 
paid for their effort just as hog 
breeders who provide top quality 
hogs are paid now,” he predicted. 

Selection of cows and bulls on 
performance offers hope for increas- 
ing the weaning weight and durabil- 


ity of cattle. Dr. Butler labeled rec- 
ognition of superior productive traits 
by breed associations as highly pro- 
gressive. 


Beef Must Meet Competition 

Today, beef enjoys great prestige 
in the American diet. However, beef 
producers will have to run fast to 
stay in the same place, much less 
move forward, Dr. Butler warned. 

Other high protein foods have be- 
come more competitive. To remain 
competitive, efficient production and 
producing what the consumer wants 
are essential. These principles must 
be given greater attention by the 
entire cattle industry. 


The beef steer of the future will 
mean more satisfaction and dollar 
profit for all segments of the in- 
dustry. When moderate fattening is 
combined with desirable confirma- 
tion, the producer profits. He can 
raise that type animal more eco- 
nomically because it costs less to 
produce a pound of lean than a 
pound of fat. 

The retailer profits because a 
higher percentage of the carcass 
weighs into a greater yield of high 
priced cuts. 

Consumers like the increased 
weight of the edible cooked meat 
per pound purchased. 

The packer can profit from the 
steady demand for better beef stimu- 
lated by satisfied castomers. 

When the meat-type steer arrives, 
beef cattle will be on firm ground 


in all phases of the industry.

Meatype Pigs 


By Samuel R. Guard 


You folks have taken our most 
plastic farm anima) and made a new 
hog of him—not just to walk your 
corn to market, but to convert it in- 
to nice lean pork chops that the 
chain store man has put on the front 
counter instead of back there by his 
grease buckets. If we can get the 
majority of our market hogs to 
grade ‘Meatype” (that’s a Breeder's 
Gazette coined word) a premium 
price is bound to follow. 


Well now, here's a farmer with a 
nice herd of sows and gilts. Do you 
mean to say he has got to replace 
them all in order to come up with 
a plurality of No. 1 shotes? No, all 
he has to do is to select a real 
Meatype boar. A purebred boar of 
his favored breed that shows muscle 
that was bred into him. 


All I know is what my storekeeper, 
packer friends and buddy breeders 
tell me. So let’s start over at Ot- 
tumwa, Iowa, with Russ Plager of 
John Morrell & Co., pork packers 
since 1827. I learned a great lesson 
watching Russ judge at the Interna- 
tional. He walks his hogs. You may 
too, walk that young boar you’re 
thinking of buying; walk him until 
you're tired; he won’t be! That 
way Russ sees their muscling along 
the back and the development of the 
ham. Loin and ham make up 55 per 
cent of a hog’s value. 


This Plager, well, ail the Plagers 
for that matter, Carroll and Wilbur 
and brother-in-law Prof. Jimmie 
Hillier of Oklahoma, talk the same 
way: They shy away from the hog 
with more width through the middle 
of his back than at either end; they 
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favor the hog carrying more width 
through his ham than any other sec- 
tion of his body. When you can see 
the muscles working in the shoulder 
and ham, as the hog walks, and no 
looseness of fleshing in those two 
areas, as well as a tight, trim under- 
line you can bet that the width that 
hog carries is muscle—not fat. They 
say the legs should set out on all 
four corners of his body; that width 
between the legs indicates muscling 
as well as ruggedness and vigor; 
that breeding stock must have plenty 
ample bone and sound legs, and final- 
ly over-all balance, that pleasing 
blend of all parts that makes a hog 
farmer wet his lips and keeps the 
auctioneer going. 


Study His Credentials 


Now let’s call in your friend Wil- 
bur Bruner, who runs Ohio Swine 
Evaluation Station. Study the in- 
dividual? Sure. Probe for backfat 
thickness—1.3”, or less, at 200 
pounds. Remember, barrow will 
have 3/10th more than littermate 
boar. Did he weigh 220 pounds at 
180 days of age? Length? Depth of 
body? Muscle showing over loin and 
hams? Smooth shoulders? Trim jowl 
and underline? Rugged, masculine, 
plenty bone, strong feet and legs? 
Can you count 12 sound udder sec- 
tions? Certainly, on a boar! No de- 
fects? (Like swirls, hairlessness, 
cryptorchid, blind teats, rupture.) 
Is he negative to t.b., lepto and 
Bang’s tests? 

But Prof. Bruner says that in this 
new day of the new hog another 
dimension of selection cannot be 
overlooked. That is the performance 
record, After you've got your in- 
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dividual you would best get a cer- 
tified performance record. 

Tell you what: Let’s backtrack 
across the Hogbelt to Noblesville, 
Ind., and see what Tillman Bub- 
enzer at Conner Prairie would say 
about a performance-tested incross 
boar. He says that a Meatype hog 
replaces fat with muscle. Most often 
a smooth hog is a fat hog. The 
muscle of ham and the shoulder has 
to show. As a hog walks past you 
watch them ripple. The place where 
the skin comes closest to the bone 
—anytime you have a fat roll on 
the elbow—your hog is over-fitted 
and is not a Meat hog. 

A hog should have plenty of spring 
of ribs because the loin lies between 
the spine and the skin and any 
pinched appearance there indicates 
a pinched loin, a poor pork chop, 
says Tillman, A certain length in- 
dicates more pounds of loin. Your 
hogs should be neither shallow nor 
narrow, but show muscle and trim- 
ness. For evaluation on the hooks, 
weigh the chilled carcass with the 
head off, kidney and leaf fat out, 
and compare with shoulder, loin and 
ham. If these cuts are over 50 per 
cent of the chilled carcass you have 
a Meat hog. The loin eye should 
measure four square inches or better. 
The lean cuts to live weight should 
pe over 33 per cent and the yield 
70 per cent or better. 


Automation—Who’s He? 

The University of Kentucky had 
the grand champion barrow at the 
International—a Hamp named U.K. 
Automation. He was fed and shown 
by Ted Cathey, slaughtered by Agar. 
He had 1.1” back fat, was 31” long 
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from front of 1st rib to H-bone, and 
his tenth rib pork chop measured 
6.93 sq. in. of loin eye. 

Whoever picked the sire of the 
pig that Agar’s president said yield- 
ed the best carcass he ever saw? 
That would be Dr. Wesley Garrigus, 
a Yankee, by gum, and Dr. Charlie 
Barnhart, a Hoosier, who in nine 
years of performance testing and 
selective breeding has built up a 
herd of Meat Hogs second to none 
anywhere. 


1,23, Go! 

Would you tell us in 1,2,3, Charlie 
please? 

All right, if you’re ready with that 
old 4-H Club pencil you’ve got there. 
How long you been using those free 
pencils you always pick up at the 
Club Congress? Never mind. 1,2,3, 

0: 

" “(1) To select a young Meatype 
boar, I would certainly want him to 
be sired by a Certified Meat sire 
that had consistently been siring 
pigs that were uniform in their car- 
cass characteristics. I would want 
his sire to have as many Certified 
litters to his credit as possible. 

“(2) I would want this pig’s dam 
to be from a well proven line of 
breeding that had been shown to be 
compatible with the bloodlines of 
the sire. After making certain of 
the parentage of the pig, I would 
then look at the performance of his 
litter mates. That litter certainly 
would have to be one meeting cer- 
tification requirements. 

“(3) Not the least important, I 
would be quite critical in evaluating 
the individual conformation of the 
boar pig under consideration, as well 
as the litter mates I would see. 
Many litters that certify are not uni- 
form in their carcass characteris- 
tics or general body conformation. 
Therefore, it is absolutely necessary 
that a thorough study of the entire 
litter be made.” 

So that’s it! Good luck now, and 
let me hear from you, whether you're 
producing commercial hogs or pure- 
breds. But no, it isn’t luck, is it?

Animal Health 


Your Part in Disease Control 


Diseases, and the problems of 
their control, present one of the 
greatest lags in successful livestock 
production. You, as a livestock pro- 
ducer, have a definite part in disease 
control. And, for very real reasons, 
should be concerned about disease 
control not only in your own live- 
stock but in your neighbors’ stock 
as well. 

The amount of money spent need- 
lessly by the livestock industry for 
tonics, concoctions and ‘‘cures’’ from 
peddlers is estimated to be over a 
million dollars a year. If this money 
were diverted to research toward 
solving our problems—rather than 
poured down the drain for so-called 
“cures’’—it would ultimately go far 
toward control of the diseases 
troubling the livestock industry. 


What Can You Do? 


Livestock owners have an obliga- 
tion to promote disease control] in 
their own interest. Here are some 
suggestions by Dr. John B. Herrick, 
extension veterinarian at Iowa State 
College, on action that can be taken. 


Practice Disease Prevention 


The practical approach is to at- 
tempt to prevent disease instead of 
waiting for your stock to become 
sick and then attempting “cures.” 
A businesslike procedure that you 
can adopt is to plan your livestock 
production program right from the 
start. A meeting with your veter- 
inarian and feed man to map out 
immunization programs, feeding 
schedules and formulas and manage- 
ment practices while considering 
possible costs—is the sound ap- 
proach to the problems on your 
farm. 


Support Research on Disease 

Livestock groups, such as breed 
organizations, producer groups and 
farm organizations, should have a 
definite interest in disease control 
because it affects not only their 
members individually but also the 
industry as a whole. If you're con- 
cerned about livestock disease con- 
trol, joining these groups and help- 
ing to stimulate their support for 
disease research might eventually 
mean improved incomes for all live- 
stock producers in the state. 


Support Disease Control Measures 

Traffic of livestock over state 
lines, diseased stock moving through 
sale barns and lack of quarantines 
on farms with disease outbreaks all 
affect you and cost you money. 
Livestock producers, themselves, 
through their associations and live- 
stock groups, can help formulate 
and work for sound disease laws. 
The laws we now have aren’t ade- 
quate. 


Think of Your Family 

Diseases of animals are transmis- 
sible to man. Leptospirosis, brucel- 
losis, rabies and other virus dis- 
eases can cause human illness and 
sometimes death. Undoubtedly there 
are many other livestock diseases 
which are transmissible to humans, 
but we’re not aware of these dis- 
eases. Research could reveal them. 
They can be controlled in humans 
by controlling them in livestock. 

Meat production—whether pork, 
beef, mutton or fowl—is a business. 
And businesslike tactics in meat pro- 
duction hinge on the relationship of 
breeding, feeding, management and 
disease control. Prevention of dis- 
eases is the logical approach. Sit 
down with your veterinarian to map 
out your own program for disease 
prevention. And share your respon- 
sibility for research and control. 
That $1,500 loss per farm from dis- 
ease can be reduced considerably if 
livestock producers work together. 
This is the year to get disease con- 
trol programs in action. © ®

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ALL-CORN DIET 
DOESN'T PAY 


Feeding your hogs a straight corn 
diet won’t save you any money. 

In fact, eliminating protein sup- 
plement will boost the total feed 
bill for getting your pigs to market 
weight. 

Robert E. Jacobs, extension live- 
stock specialist at the U. of Minne- 
sota, explains why. 

Without protein, it takes more 
than twice as much corn to put on 
100 pounds of gain. The extra corn 
more than offsets the protein cost. 

A few years ago, University re- 
searchers compared a protein-supple- 
mented ration with a diet of corn 
and minerals only. They started 
with pigs averaging 50 pounds. 

Now note this: Figuring present 
day prices, it would have cost about 
$25 to produce a 200-pound market 
hog on the supplemented ration, and 
about $33 using the unsupplemented 
diet. That’s an $8 advantage in fa- 
vor of using supplemental protein. 

Jacobs figured corn at $1 per 
bushel and minerals and supplement 
at $5 per 100 pounds. 


Quality of Market Hogs 
Tied to Purebred Stock 


The great importance of the swine 
industry to the state of Missouri will 
be maintained if its swine producers 
make use of existing know-how to 
improve the quality and efficiency 
of their hogs, says A. J. Dyer chair- 
man of the University of Missouri 
animal husbandry department, 

Quality of pork produced by com- 
mercial swine growers is strongly 
tied to the quality of hogs produced 
by the purebred breeder, according 
to Dyer. Most commercial producers 
use purebred boars. Improvement in 
purebred herds automatically results 
in improvement of commercial herds 
which pro:‘uce most of the pork that 
we eat. 

The best indication of how any 
unproven boar may breed is to check 
on his kin—his litter mates, his sire, 
and his dam. If they have good 
records, then the unproven boar is 
apt to make a good record. That is 
one of the best reasons for testing 
boars, barrows and gilts at a swine 
testing station and on the farm in 
a breed certification program, says 
the department chairman. 

Missouri swine breeders are pro- 
ducing some of the best hogs in the 
country, according to Dyer. But 
there is still room for much improve- 
ment.

Vaccinate Early 


to Prevent Cholera 
HOG RAISERS received a new 


warning about their oldest enemy, 
as the books were closed on last 
year’s swine operations. 

The warning was simple and un- 
mistakable . . . hog cholera is on the 
march again, A number of states 
last year had severe outbreaks, scat- 
tered over wide areas, and running 
into substantial losses. 

The thing which authorities fear- 
ed would happen has happened. Here 
are the facts, as cited by the Amer- 
ican Foundation for Anima) Health.

What should to- 
day’s swine producer do, to insure 
the safety of his 1960 pig crop? 

The only insurance against cholera 
is to have pigs vaccinated in ad- 
vance, before an outbreak strikes in 
the area. There are several types of 
vaccines which now give firm, solid 
immunity. 

The important point is that pigs 
should be immunized before the 
major cholera season arrives.

Management Is Key 
to Greater Hog Income 


A sound disease and parasite pre- 
vention program, along with careful 
handling methods, can put over $800 
million added income in the pockets 
of the nation’s hog producers each 
year. This can add up to as much as 
$500 per year for each producer— 
depending on his individual manage- 
ment program and size of operation. 

Livestock Conservation, Inc., says 
the “key” to greater hog income 
encompasses the following ten-point 
management program: 


1. Adequate farrowing equipment. 
This includes the use of farrowing 
stalls, heat lamps and guard rails. 
Plans for easy-to-build farrowing 
stalls may be secured through your 
county agent, vo-ag instructor or 
from your lumber supply dealer. 


2. Keep barns and equipment clean. 
Sanitation is important—there is no 
substitute. Many farmers use steam 
cleaners; however, scrubbing with 
a mixture of one (1) pound of lye in 
twenty (20) gallons of water does 
a good job. Use this solution on 
equipment, such as feeders, as well 
as in farrowing pens. 


3. Balanced rations and clean wa- 
ter. Consider especially minerals, 
proteins and antibiotics. The use of 
the latter are very important in pre- 
venting scours, digestive troubles, 
etc., in little pigs. Authorities say 
up to one-third of all pigs farrowed 
never reach market because of baby 
pig losses. 


4. Prevent anemia. Use clean black 
soil, injectible iron or iron pills in 
baby pigs. 


5. Vaccinate—worm—spray or dip. 
Immunization against common pig 
diseases should be a must. Increase 
hog profits further by worming and 
treatment for mange. 


6. Rotate pastures and lots. Rota- 
tion of pastures and lots from year 
to year will help greatly in prevent- 
ing disease and parasite losses. 


7. Pen off sick animals and remove 
dead promptly. Taking such precau- 
tions will reduce chance of disease 
spreading to rest of the herd. 


8. Keep strangers out of barns and 
lots. Be especially wary of salesmen 
and others who go from farm to 
farm. A disease in a herd down the 
road can be easily spread to your 
herd in this manner. A disinfectant

but don’t count on it to prevent 
diseases completely. 


9. Buy disease-free breeding stock. 
One way to prevent disease is to 
buy disease-free breeding stock. Be 
sure to ask for health and vaccina- 
tion papers. 


10. Consult your veterinarian 
promptly on disease and parasite 
problems. To delay may be costly. 
Also see your county extension 
agent or vo-ag teacher for informa- 
tion on swine management problems. 


Proper handling of hogs on the 
farm, when loading and unloading, 
in transit and at the market is also 
an important factor. Figures show 
that one out of ten hogs comes to 
market with bruises—the average 
loss being up to $2 per injured hog.

U. of Kentucky Experiment Sta- 
tion researchers testing on sows and 
pigs the value of a materia] called 
NF-180, a nitrofuran that helps pre- 
vent scours and may induce gains, 
found that animals which got it “all 
the way through” did the best. 

C. E. Barnhart, researcher, said 
“all the way through” meant that 
sows got the NF-180 in their ration 
two weeks before farrowing; three 
weeks after farrowing and while 
their baby pigs were suckling; and 
that the pigs then got it in their 
starter from weaning time (three 
weeks of age) until they were eight 
weeks old.

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Economist Reports 
on Mechanical Feeding 


Cattle feeders handling 50 to 250 
head a year may find mechanical 
bunk feeders to be the least expen- 
sive way to handle their feeding 
chores. 

This is one of the findings in a 
recent study of Illinois cattle feed- 
ing operations by Roy N. Van 
Arsdall, USDA economist at the U. 
of Illinois. He compared baskets, 
wagons, self-unloading wagons and 
mechanica) bunk feeders for deliver- 
ing grain and silage to the cattle. 

Estimating labor at $1 an hour, 
Van Arsdal) found that in smaller 
droves—under 50 head—hand-feed- 
ing competed closely with mechan- 
ical feeders. 

Self-unloading wagons were the 
least expensive for handling 300 or 
more cattle. For 700 to 800 head, 
this method saved six to seven cents 
per ton of feed handled. 

When chore labor costs were fig- 
ured at $2 an hour, the menchanical 
feeders kept their advantage for 
droves up to 450 head. The ad- 
vantage for self-unloading wagons 
dropped to two or three cents per 
ton of feed. 

To use mechanical bunk feeders 
most effectively, Van Arsdall makes 
these recommendations: (1) Use 
time fully by doing other chores 
while the feeder is running. (2) De- 
sign the mechanincal feeder to move 
measured amounts of feed from stor- 
age to bunk without hand labor. 
Figure one foot of feeding space per 
animal, (3) Consider duplicating the 
mechanical feeder layout instead of 
branching out from a central loca- 
tion when several hundred cattle are 
handled at one time. (4) To get 
most economical use, keep lots as 
full of cattle as possible most of the 


year.

Wri ALL THE OTHER THINGS YOU HAVE 
to do, guess we can’t expect you to look up the natural 
history of the pig.

Knowing about the unadorned fundamentals of his 
creatures never hurt any stockman, I always say. The 
Latissimus dorsi, for instance. Where does it begin, 
where end, and how may we breed or feed or select 
to improve it? In your own back it’s the muscle that 
brings your arm down and around. In your pig it’s 
the loin-eye. In some hogs it tops 15 pairs of ribs in-

instead of 61, a pediatrician told me. But always in 
the hog, the loin backbones point forward, the hip 
vertebrae backward; not like your cattle and sheep. 
The left lung has 3 lobes, the right lung 4. A boar can 
stick out his lower lip and drink from a faucet, just 
like me. And where can you find a snout like that, 
super-tough and yet sensitive as an ant-eater’s.

exclusivists. It makes you lonesome to specialize over- 
much; besides you may have over- 
Don’t Overdo It much when all the others in your 
specialty have over-much, too. So 
next month I may be a cattleman, even a dairyman 
(especially if they put over their self-help stabilization 
plan) and after that sheepman; always a saddle horse 
man. Because they all go together, supplement each 
other, work together on the modern stock-farm. They 
spread the risk, diversify the investment, equalize the 
wattage, take up the slack, and you’ve always got 
something to sell.
